ident Nixon, his wife and a 
handful of top aides left today 
on a "Journey for peace" to 
Communist China, saying he 
hopes it will reduce the possi- 
bility of a future war.

"Spirit of 76," took off from 
Andrews Air Force Base on the 
first long leg of the trip at 10:30 
a.m. 


Some 1,000 area school chil- 


dren were recruited by their 
teachers to show up for the 
first step in the first Journey by 
any American president 
to 


China. 


Some teachers confused the 


occasion with the traditional 
White House welcome for vis- 


iting heads of state and in- 
structed students to place their 
hands over their hearts during 
playing of the Star Spangled 
Banner and the Chinese an- 
them. 


The White House said this 


was all a mistake, that there 
would be no band. 


The Nixons are due in China 


Feb. 21 and will leave there 
Feb. 28—the longest time any 
chief executive has devoted to 
a single country since Woodrow 
Wilson went to Europe at the 
end of World War I. 


Prior to his departure, Nixon 


summoned to the White House 
the Democratic and Republican 
leaders of Congress and rank- 
ing members of such potent 
committees as Foreign Affairs, 


Armed Services and Appropria- 
tions. 


By closeting himself with the 


legislators until the virtual mo- 
ment of departure from the ex- 
ecutive mansion, Nixon insured 
himself of a bipartisan fare- 
well. 


From the White House, the 


President and his wife were 
bound for nearby Andrews Air 
Force Base, Md., and a 10-hour 
nonstop flight to Kaneohe Ma- 
rine Corps Air Station in 
Hawaii. 


Flying to China with Nixon 


were Secretary of State Wil- 
liam P. Rogers and Henry A.

and Crossett who own their own 
shop and hire mechanics, it was 
found that Hope, with 24 buses, 
operates as cheap or cheaper as 
the three schools mentioned. 


Artodelphia, with .21. buses, 


spends $16,900 per year on labor 
alone, or $805 per unit labor. This 
does not include operating cost 
which includes salaries or in- 
vestment in the shop. 


In Crossett, the school has an 


investment of $50,000 in their 
shop, runs 20 buses and has an 
operating cost of $2,476 per unit. 
They pay $110 per month for 
drivers. 


Nashville has a per unit 


operating cost of $3,034 for 11 
buses and pays one mechanic 
$6,000.00. Investment of money in 
their shop could not be secured. 


Hope School District 1-A 


operates 24 buses at a cost of 
$2,480 per unit per school year. 
Drivers are paid $155.00 for full 
day; two people divide a route on 
several buses which is $77.50 
each. It was noted that if Hope 
paid $110 per driver, as Crossett 
does, the cost would be $2120 per 
unit. All figures above are based 
on annual cost. 


Regarding the overcrowding of 


buses, figures show the average 
is] 80 students per every 66 
passenger bus. This condition 
causes both safety and discipline 
problems. A minimum of five 
new buses is needed in order to 
bring this down to normal 
capacity.

datory popular election of 80 
per cent of a party's national 
convention delegates and allow 
the parties to choose their own 
methods of selecting delegates. 


The governor proposed a $10 


million revenue bond issue to 
help communities take advan- 
tage of a proposed increase in 
federal financing of sewer sys- 
tem improvements, but the leg- 
islature amended the bill to ap- 
propriate $3 million from state 
funds rather than issue the 
bonds.

Humphrey Does Well 
With Labor Groups

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 


who suffered some recent set- 
backs in efforts to hold on to 
his traditional support from or- 
ganized labor, is running ahead 
of other presidential hopefuls in 
three polls of key AFL-CIO lo- 
cal leaders and has won en- 
dorsement from a union lead- 
ers' meeting in Minnesota, his 
home state. 


The AFL-CIO's Committee on 


Political Education (COPE) re- 
vealed results Wednesday of 
polls it took among conference 
delegates in Atlanta, Dallas, 
Cincinnati and Florida. Humph- 
rey led but received less than a 
majority in the three cities, 
with Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine running from less than 2 
to 13 percentage points behind 
and Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington third. 


Jackson led in the Florida 


poll, followed by Humphrey, 
Muskie and Gov. George Wal- 
lace of Alabama. All are run- 
ning as Democrats. 


President Nixon received less 


than 1 per cent in the three city 
polls and no delegate votes in 
Florida. 


In 
Minneapolis, 
where 


Humphrey told a meeting of 300 
union business agents from 
Minneapolis-St. Paul that "I 
am your champion," the offi- 
cers endorsed him by acclama- 
tion. 


AFLrCIO President George 


Meany said only a day earlier 
that Humphrey had "not a 
chance" of getting the labor 
federation's 
endorsement be- 


fore the Democratic National 
Convention in July. 


In 
another 
development 


Wednesday, the Michigan Sen- 
ate passed and sent to the gov- 
ernor a House-approved bill to 
hold a state presidential pri- 
mary May 16. The measure has 
the endorsement of Gov. Wil- 
liam G. Milliken, who is ex- 
pected to sign it soon. 


When the Michigan bill be- 


comes law, the state will be the 
24th in the nation with a presi- 
dential primary, and Texas will 
be the only one of the 10 largest 
states that does not hold a pri- 
mary test of presidential hope- 
fuls. 


A California Poll released 


Wednesday said Muskie was 
leading other announced candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomi- 
nation with 28 per cent of the 
votes of those polled. Humph- 
rey got 23 per cent, and the 
other candidates received less 
than 10 per cent each.

Execution in Ireland

BELFAST (AP) — Terrorists 


in Northern Ireland executed a 
part-time militiaman and killed 
another British soldier Wednes- 
day night, raising the prov- 
ince's death toll in 2M> years of 
religious-political violence to at 
least 245. 


Thomas Callaghan, a Catholic 


member of the mostly Protes- 
tant Ulster Defense Regiment, 
was dragged from the bus he 
was driving in Londonderry's 
Creggan District as his passen- 
gers screamed. The gunmen 
bundled him into a car, shot 
him through the head and 
dumped his body at the edge of 
a road on the other side of the 
city. 


The soldier died in Belfast 


when terrorists riddled a jeep 
with machine-gun fire. He was 
the 51st British soldier killed in 
Northern Ireland. 


In two other incidents in the 


capital, a sniper shot and 
wounded a British paratrooper 
on his first day of duty in the 
province, and terrorists blew 
up a tire depot on the city's 
north side. The gunmen allowed 
the workers to leave the depot 
before planting the bomb, and 
there were no casualties. 


Earlier Wednesday, a bomb 


was found aboard the ferry 
Duke of Argyll as it was bring- 
ing 300 British soldiers and an 
equal number of civilians to 
Belfast from England. The 40-

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American Dollar Hits 
How Low in Europe 


LONDON (AP) - The U.S. 


dollar hit record lows in 
France, West Germany and 
Switzerland today, but im- 
proved slightly in Britain. 


The dollar's general weak- 


ness resulted from a selling 
wave that began Wednesday 
with reports of a record U.S. 
balance-of-payments deficit last 
year. It intensified when U.S. 
Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally ruled out the dollar's 
convertibility into gold this 
year. 


Connally's 
announcement 


confirmed an expected U.S. pol- 
icy, but still touched off a wave 
of dollar sales on European for- 
eign exchange*.

Despite the fall, the dollar is 


still well above the danger 
point that would threaten an- 
other devaluation. Since De- 
cember it has been allowed to 
float 2.25 per cent above or be- 
low a parity or central ex- 
change rate against major cur- 
rencies. In most cases the dol- 
lar is now slightly under the 
central rate having fallen from 
2 per cent or more above.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have a 
: very embarrassing problem. 
Every time I get ready to 
go out or do go out or just 
have close friends or rela- 
tives in for a visit, I am in 
the bathroom with diarrhea.

I can't go shopping 
without having to go home 
and use the bathroom. I am 
only 27 years old and it is 
really wasting my y o u n g 
years. 


My poor husband has to go 


places alone as I can't make 
it. I have been to the doctor 
and had complete physicals 
and X rays and he says I am 
in excellent health and that 
it is my nerves. O.K., I real- 
ize it is my nerves, but I 
don't want to sit home the 
rest of my life. 


I have two small children 


and they like to go places, 
but we can't go anywhere. 
My neighbors think I don't 
like them because I never go 
to their house. I know where 
every bathroom in town is. 
I thought maybe I could go 
to a psychiatrist but really 
can't afford one and I don't 
know if it could help me and 
it is just an embarrassing 
problem. I am at my wits 
end and it is making a wreck 
of me. Please try to help me. 


Dear Reader—It probably 


is your nerves, as you have 
stated. The most likely ex- 
planation for this type of 
problem is an excess amount 
oi anxiety. The bowels easily 
respond to anxiety and diar- 
rhea is a typical response. 
You k n o w the triggering 
mechanism is contact with 
ether people, but why you 
should have t h i s type of 
problem requires a little 
more searching to discover. 
Then there is the question of 
overcoming it. I really would 
recommend going to a psy- 


chiarUsUor help if you:,can T 
possibly do so. It might not 
take too long or too much 
effort to be able to work 
through your problem and to 
enable you to be less anxious 
about contacts with people. 


There are a few things 


which add to the difficulty 
and you might make sure 
they are not a contributory 
factor. Many people cannot 
tolerate the lactose in milk 
and milk products. This is a 
straight chemical problem 
and the usual manifestation 
is diarrhea. Why don't you 
stop using milk and all forms 
of any dairy products or any 
foods made with any milk 
for a few weeks and see 
what happens to your diar- 
rhea? 


You'll know within a few 


weeks whether this is a prob- 
lem or not, because you will 
be remarkably free of symp- 
toms which sound like they 
have been all too frequent. 
If it isn't the answer then 
you won't have lost anything 
either. Of course, you should 
avoid all the different foods 
that you know upset your 
digestive 
system and you 


should avoid coffee. I hope 
some of these measures will 
help, and I would strongly 
recommend trying them. I 
really think you should make 
a big effort to see a psychi- 
atrist, however.

But the Dodgers came up 


about $10,000 short on their first 
offer to Robinson, who was ac- 
quired during the winter from 
Baltimore and their $140,000 
pitch left the talented outfielder 
"shocked." 


And Wise, who pitched a no- 


hitter and won 17 games last 
season, informed the Phillies 
that he was shooting for a 100 
per cent boost to $65,000 which 
is considerably more than Gen- 
eral Manger John Quinn has of- 
fered. 


Seaver, who reportedly had 


been interested in a three-year 
$500,000 contract similar to the 
one Carl Yastrzemski received 
from Boston last year, settled 
for less, but enough to keep 
him happy.

Smaller Families Now 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


American wives of child-bear- 
ing age expect smaller families 
than did their counterparts five 
years ago, according to a new 
Census Bureau survey. 


The report may have special 


significance for scientists wor- 
ried that the earth is becoming 
so overpopulated that its ecolo- 
gy is endangered. 


"People who are concerned 


about the population explosion 
need to read this very closely," 
said Census Director George 
Hay Brown who announced the 
findings Wednesday. 


But Brown pointed out that 


the survey covers only 6 per 
cent of the world's population. 


Regarded as a key indicator 


of the national birth rate, the 
survey showed that: 


—Wives from 18 to 39 expect 


to have an average of 2.8 chil- 
dren, a decline from the 3.1 av- 
erage reported in 1967. 


—Wives from 18 to 24 expect 


2.4 children, compared with 2.9! 
five years ago. 


—64 per cent of those 18 to 24 


expect no more than two chil- 
dren, up from 44 per cent re- 
porting those expectations in] 
the previous survey. 


The new study coincides with] 


earlier findings that the na- 
tion's birth rate fell last year tol 
one of the lowest levels in his-f 
tory. 


The findings take on added] 


significance because there 
more women of prime chil 
bearing age now than in. pre- 
vious years, which usually woulc 
mean a rising birth rate. 


Demographers say the num-j 


ber of births per woman 
child-bearing age must 
trimmed to 2.11 per cent if a| 
stable population that neit 
increases nor decreases is to 
achieved. The most-recent sur- 
vey put the figure at about 2.9 
births per family.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Senate bowed to House wishes 
on two drug bills Wednesday, 
paving the way to adjourn*- 
ment and ending an impasse 
over how to modify legislative 
blunders in handling drug 
measures in 1971. 


The impasse began Tuesday 


on House Bill 64 and ended at 
3:02 p.m. Wednesday on HB71. 
Formal adjournament of the 
session, which began Feb. 7, 
came at 3:30 p.m. Wednesday. 


Both bills were developed by 


an ad hoc committee of legisla- 
tors headed by Rep. Ralph Pat- 
terson of North Little Rock, 
who handled the 1971 drug bill, 
which became the Uniform 
Controlled Substances Act. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers' own bills 


to correct the 1971 flaws were 
interred during the special ses- 
sion and he subsequently opted 
for the ad hoc proposals which 
had been offered as substitutes 
for his plan. 


One of the substitutes, HB71, 


was aimed especially at mak- 
ing it easier for law enforce- 
ment officers to get convictions 
on charges of possession of ille- 
gal drugs for sale. 


The section to facilitate such 


convictions was termed the 
"rebuttaWe 
presumption" 


clause, which provides that a 
person possessing more than 
the quantities specified in the 
bill possessed them for sale un- 
less he can create in a jurors' 


sale was his intent. 


Sen. W. t>. Moore Jr. of El 


Dorado led the fight against 
that clauat, attempting once to 
delete it from the bUl altogeth- 
er and arguing persistently that 
if was unconstitutional. 


Why, he asked, should a man 


arrested with drugs in his pot- 
session be charged with any- 
thing other than simple poawa- 
sion, a misdemeanor? Poam- 
sion for sale is a felony with a 
more severe penalty. 


"What do you want to charge

The bill lists various con- 


trolled drugs and the amounts 
that may be found on a person 
without placing him under the 
presumption that he possessed 
them for sale. The limit on 
"stimulant drugs," one cate- 
gory in the bill, is 900 milli- 
grams and that, said Sen.

Some drugs which aid dieters 


are prescribed by doctors in 78 
milligram doses, said Henry, 
who also'is a doctor and a law- 
yer.

Wan Have Claimed 54 Million

WASHINGTON (AP) — A na- 


tional commission may recom- 
mend legalizing the private use 
of marijuana in an effort to 
strip away the myths which 
tempt some people to try it and 
fill others with fear of it. 


Sources close to the 13-rnem- 


ber panel say the recommenda- 
tions will stop short of endors- 
ing total legalization. 


The thrust of the report "is to 


defuse the marijuana issue, to 
strike away the emotional my- 
thology about the drug," the 
sources said. 


Commission officials have de- 


clined comment until March 22 
when the report will be present- 
ed to President Nixon and Con- 
gress. 


The 
conservative-dominated 


commission, headed by former 
Gov. 
Raymond P. Shafer of 


Pennsylvania 
and 
including 


nine persons picked by Nixon, 
"takes a dramatic step to decri- 
minalize private use of mari- 
juana in the home—while dis- 
couraging use by keeping other 
things criminal," such as pub- 


lic use, sources say. 


The panel also concluded, the 


sources add. that "while ex- 
cessive use may be harmful, no 
clear evidence was found that 
moderate use had detrimental 
effects on the user." There was 
no real evidence that mari- 
juana-users are being spurred 
by the drug to commit major 
crime or to go on to hard nar- 
cotics, they say. 


These 
findings stem 
from 


some 50 reports and from testi- 
mony at a series of hearing and 
private meetings, from which it 
was decided marijuana "is not 
a seriously damaging drug," 
the sources said. Long-term im- 
pact has not been determined, 
they said. 


It was also learned that the 


commission is expected to rec- 
ommend decreasing penalties 
for possessing marijuana, and 
that the panel would call for re- 
taining criminal penalties for 
driving under the influence of 
the drug. 


However, disputes developed 


over such issues as whether 
criminal penalties should be 
continued for those who give 
marijuana to friends.

World War II about 54 million 
persons in the world died in 
military service, a U.N. study 
estimates. 


But "The World Population 


Situation in 1970," concludes 
that wars, famines and epidem- 
ics together had slowed down 
population growth by only 
about 10 years. 


On top of all the deaths of 


people in military service, the 
study says, there must have 
been large "war-induced mor- 
tality among civilians" stem- 
ming in modern times from their 
becoming targets of attack and 
in earlier periods from the epi- 
demics, famines and pillage 
that came with war. 


It cites evidence that famines 


and epidemics in themselves 
act as a drag on population 
growth. It notes that on the In- 
dian subcontinent population in- 
creased 3 million or 4 million in 
the decades of the 1876-78 floods 
and epidemics, the 1892 and 
1897 famines and the 1918 in- 
fluenza epidemic, in contrast to 
24 million and 19 million in in- 
tervening decades. Because of 
food shortages after World War 
II, the book adds, many hun- 


dreds of thousands died in Eu- 
rope who might otherwise have 
lived longer. 


"The ravages of war, famine 


or epidemic have been devas- 
tating indeed," the book says. 
"Even so, the setbacks which 
they have caused in population 
size have often been restored 
within only a few years by the 
sheer inertia of normal fertility 
and mortality trends. Had there 
been no international violence 
since 1850, the current popu- 
lation size might have been 
reached 10 years earlier."

Cites Perils of the 
Life of Coal Miner

I/)NDON (AP) — "Coal min- 


ers have the toughest job in the 
country," said Glyn Jones. "We 
should be paid a decent wage 
for it." 


Jones was one of hundreds of 


miners who came to London 
from their Welsh valleys to 
march on Parliament Tuesday 
in support of their demand for 
higher wages. 


"I make 22 pounds—157.20—a 


week before deductions like na- 
tional health insurance," said 
the 27-year-old father of three. 
"With overtime I can bring 
home more." 


Now that he's out of work be- 


cause of the strike, his pretty 
wife Betty collects welfare ben- 
efits in addition to the family 
allowance she gets regularly 
for the three kids. All told, said 
Jones, this comes to nearly $50 
a week. 


"It's not much," said the 


bearded, 
black-haired 
young 


man. 
"But at least there's no 


danger from silicosis or half a 
mile of rock on my back when 
I'm up here." 


Like most miners in South 


Wales, Jones works in the pit 


because his father did before 
him and because he knows no 
other trade 
.; 


"It's a hard life down that 


hole," he said. "Unless you're 
brought up to it, it can kill you 
off quick." His pale face glis- 
tened in the rain as he jabbed a 
stubby finger to bring home his 
point. 


"You spend your life running 


around in grit. You've got to 
walk maybe two miles through 
galleries too low to stand in be- 
fore you can get to the coal 
face. 


"Then you do your eight 


hours work shoveling coal in a 
space the size of an automobile 
trunk, and afterwards you have 
two miles to walk again to get 
back to the mine shaft."

I wish 
he'd leave the mines, but where 
is there to go?" 


When Jones is working, his 


wife spends $26 of his $57.20 
pay on food. Another $5.20 goes 
on rent and the rest for pay- 
ments on the TV set, clothes 
and beer and tobacco for Jones. 


"We used to have a car when 


we were first married," she 
said, "but it got old and we 
couldn't afford to get it repair- 
ed, so Glyn sold it. Now we can 
only just afford to keep up the 
television payments, and a car 
is out of the question." 


The Joneses have also given 


up fruit, canned foods, and 
cheese. 


"We fill up on bread and but- 


ter nowadays," she said.

This shifting interest to local, 


state and regional news was 
shown in the play by members 
of stories telling how national 
or state government policies af- 
fected the average man's taxes, 
his cost of living, his ecology, 
his school systems and his per- 
sonal well-being, Gallagher re- 
ported. 


He announced the installation 


and operation of eight of a 
planned nine computer centers 
during 1971. The last center 
was to be completed in early 
1972. Completion of the centers 
was marked by operation and 
installation of the largest sys- 
tem of Cathode Ray Tubes in 
use for editing and writing in 
journalism today: 


"Each hub served a group of 


states and its 
sophisticated 


technology obliterated the old 
mechanical problems of moving 
copy across state barriers," 
Gallagher said. "News of inter- 
est to two or more states within 
a hub now could appear on 
those state wires almost simul- 
taneously, in one simple elec- 
tronic operation." 


"Such flexibility," Gallagher 


said, "fostered the development 
of much specifically regional 
enterprise."

of the AP's annual meeting in 
New York on Monday, April 34. 


To help cover the year's big 


domestic story— the economy— 
the AP assigned a team of ex- 
perts in Washington to monitor 
developments.

cial and political developments 
on the quality of American life, 
made up about 30 per cent of 
the AP news report in 1971. 


As examples, he cited arti- 


cles on the counterculture, ur- 
ban problems, the armed serv- 
ices, the emerging biological 
controls on life, the environ- 
ment, integration and drugs in 
America and Southeast Asia. In 
the foreign field, Gallagher said 
the AP bureau in Pakistan es- 
tablished in 1969 came into its 
own last year. Men on the 
scene, including Bureau Chief 
Arnold Zeitlin, gave AP a jump 
on the stories of the crackdown 
on the Bengalis, the flight of 
the refugees from East Paki- 
stan to India and the war with 
India. 


Gallgher also noted that the 


trip by John Roderick of AP's 
Tokyo bureau to Red China 
with a U.S. table tennis team 
was the first time in 22 years 
that an AP man was in main- 
land China. 


The Vietnam story tapered 


off, Gallagher said, but became 
more difficult to cover with 
Vietnamization. 


••As American involvement in 


the fighting waned, the Saigon 
staff kept focus on the remain- 
ing troops and now they fared 
in the twilight of the war," Gal- 
lagher said. 


He noted that Henri Huet, "a 


talented photographer who had 
contributed often to the news 
report," was the fourth AP 
man to die in the war. He was 
killed in Laos in February. 


In the technical field, Galla- 


gher noted that the AP had 44 
Cathode Ray Tube— CRT— ter- 
minals in operation early in 
1972. making it the biggest user 
of such advanced technology. 


The CRT is a typewriter-like 


device which enables a news- 
man to view his composition on 
a TV screen as he writes and 
edits. Once 
copy has 
been 


proofread, it can automatically 
be transmitted to the computer 
and thence on to the wires with 
the touch of a button.
